dy dreſt full of money. T be man 
was brought to the market place in 
Mosko: T he Emperour himſelf preſenc 
made an Oration, Theſe good people 
oe they that would eat you up like 
E 2 bread, 
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bread, &c. Then asked he his Pl 
chies or executioners who could cut 
up a gooſe, and commanded one of 
them firſt to cur off his legges about 
the midft of the ſhinne, then his arms 
aboye his elbows, asking him ftill f 
goofe-flefh were good meat, in the 
end to chop off his head: that he 
might have the right faſhion of 2 
gooſe readic dreſſed. This might ſeem 
to have been a tolerable picce- of jn- 
ſKice ( as juſtice goeth in Roſie ) cx+ 
cept his ſubtill end to cover his own 
opprefſions. 

3- To make an open ſhew of want 
when any great tax or impoſition is 
towards: As was done by this E 
rowr Theodore Futnowith, by the 2d- 
viſe of forme about him at the begin- 
ning of his reign: when being left 
very rich ( as vvas thought ) by his 
father, he (old moſt of his plare and 
tamped fome into coin, that he 
might ſeem to want money.

Which all 
is nominal them without any re- 
ftraint or proviſo, as was and is in 
ome countreyes of Chriftendome, 
Whereby their Monaſteries grow to 
exceeding great wealth, This they 
do to have the money of the Realm 
better Ktored together, & more ready 
for their hand when they liſt to take 
&t, Which many times is done with- 
out any noiſe : the Friers being con- 
tent rather to part from ſpmewhar 
(as the increaſe groweth ) then to 
loſe all at once. Which they were 
made te doubt of in the other Empe- 
rours dayes. 

To this end Zuax YVaſfilowich late 
Emperour uſed a very ſtrange pra» 
Riſe, that few Princes would have 
done in their greateſt extremivies. 
He refigned his kingdome'to one 
| Velica Simeon, the Emperours 
fonne of Cazan, as though he meant 
to draw himſelf from all publick do- 
ings to a quiet private life,” Towards 
the end of the year he cauſed this new 
King to call in all Gharters: granted 
w_ Bifhopricks and Monafteries , 
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which they had enjoyed many fion- 
dred years before, which were all 
cancelled, This done ( as in diſlike 
of the fa& and misgovernment of the 
new King ) he reſumed the ſcepter, 
and ſo was content ( as in favour th 
the Church and religious men ) that 
they ſhould renew their charters, and 
tak: them of himſelf, reſerving and 
annexing to the Crown ſo muchef 
their lands as himſelf thought good, 
By this praQiiſe he wrung from 
the Biſhppricks and Monaſteries (be. 
ſides the lands which he annexed to 
the Crown) an huge mafle of money. 
From ſome 40. from ſame 50. from 
ſome an hundred thouſand rubbels. 
And this as well for the increaſe df 
his treaſurie, as to- abare the ill opk 
nion of his hard government, by 3 
ſhaw..;of worſe in another man, 
Wherein his ſtrange ſpirit is to be | 
noted , that being hated of his ſub- 
jes ( as himſelf knew well enough) 
yet would: venture ſuch a practiſe to 
ſer another.in his ſaddle, that might 
have ridde away with his horſe while 


himſelf walked by on foor, 1 


5- To ſend their meſſengers uy

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t@Provinces ; or ſhires where the 
ſperialh commodirics of their coun» 
trey grow, as furres,warx, honey,&c, 
there to foreſtall and engrofle _ 
time one whole commoditie , ſome=- 
time two, or more, tzking them at 
ſafall prices what themſclves liſt, and 
ſelling them again at an exceflive 
rteto their own merchants, and to 
merchants ſtrangers.

The like is done when any .com- 
moditie either native or forein ( as 
cloth of gold, broad cloth, &c.) thus 
engrofled by the Emperour, and. re- 
ceived into his treaſurie , happeneth 
to decay, or imarre by long lying, or 
ſame other caſualtie. Which 1s forced 
upon the Mecchants, to be bought by 
them at the Emperours price, whe- 
ther they will or no. This laſt year 
of 1589. was ongraties all the wax 


.of the countrey, {o that none mig] t 


deal with that commoditie but the 
Emperour onely. |

Whereupon he ſeaffed their Countrey 
in 12090, rubbels, as if they con- 
cealed the commoditie of purpoſe, 
Again he ſent to the citie of Moshy 
to provide for him a (o/pack or mea- 
ſure full of live fleas for a medicine, 
They returned anſwer that the thing 
was impoſlible ; and if they. could 
get them, yer they could not meaſure 
them , for leaping out. Whereupon 


he praved or beat out of their ſhins 


79200. rubbels for a mul&. 

By like cavillation he - extorted 
from his Nobilitie 30000. rubbels, 
becauſe he mifſed of his game, when 
he went a hunting for the Hare : as 
if. their hunting and murdering of 
hares.had been the cauſe of it. Which 
the Nobilitie (as the manner is) pras 
ved: preſently again upon the Mou- 
ficks 
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fAs orcommon. people of the Coun- 
wey.:\T his may ſeem, a ſtrange kind 
ofextortion., by:ſuch pleaſant-cavils 
2o* fliece his /poore ſubreRts in good 
ſadnefle,. but that :it agreeth with the 
qualitie of thoſe Emperours, and the 
miſerable -ſubje&ion- of that, poore 
Countrey.

*T* He condition of the Commons 
. 4. and yulgar ſort of people may 
partly, be underſtood by that which 
already hath been ſaid concernin 
the manner of their government, a. 
the Rate of th: Nobilitie, with the 
ordering. of - their Provinces , and 
chief: rowns of the land. And firſt, 
touching their. 1ibertic, how it ſtand- 
eth with them, ic may appear by this, 


that they are reckoned in no degree 
at: 


m their Zabie, or High cougc of Pary 
liament, where their laws amd pur 
blick orders art concluded 

which commonly tend ro che oppreſs 

fion of the commons, For the other 

two deprets wiz; of the Nobilitic, and 
Clergie, which tave a vore in 1he 
Patliametts ( though farre- from 

that Hibertie that ought co be ih 
common conſultations for the pu- 
blick den+firy according to the mea. 
ſure and proportion of their de- 
grees.) are well contented that the 
whole burden ſhall light upon the 
Commons, ſo they may tuſe their 
own fſhouldzs- by laying all upon 
them, Again , into what ſervile con» 
irion rhert Ubertic 45 'broughe , fot 
ofiel y ro the Prince , bur tb the No- 
bles and Gentlemen of the Ceun- 
rrey (who themſelves alſo are butſer- 
vile , fpecially of late years) ic may 
futther appear by their own acknow- 
ledgements in their ſapplications'md 
other writings tb any of rhe Nobtes 
or chief officers of the Emperours, 
whetein they name and ſubſcribe 
themifelves Kofophey',- that is , their 
wilains, 
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ins, of bondflayes, 9s they of the 
Nobitictie do. ano the Emperour, 
This way truly be ſaid:of elem, that 
there is no ſervant nor bond(lave 
tore awed by his Maſter, nor kept 
town im a more ſervile ſubje&ion, 
then the 'povte people are , and that 
miverfally , not-onely by the Empe- 
rwur buc by tis /Nobilicie, chic offi- 
ers and fouldiers. So that' when''4 
poore AMowfgrh meet with any of 
them apon the high way , he muſt 
turn himſelf about, as not darin 
tw look hifi on the face, and faſi 
down with knocking of his head t6 
the vory 'ground, as he doth unto his 
Idol. 
Secondly, concerrfing the lands, 
yools , and other poſſcfhons of the 
mons, they anſwer the name,and 
lie commen indeed , without any 
j- againſt the rapine and ſpoil 
iy of the higheſt , bur 05 his 
[bon hen and fouldiers. Be- 
fdes che waxes, caftornes , ſeizores, 
and other publick exa@ions done up- 
vn them by rhe ®m r, they are 


1 foracked and pulled by the Nobles, 


officers, & mefſengers (erg abroad by 
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the Emperour in; his publick afifirs, 
fpecially:in the Tawmes ( as they call 
them:) andthrough fare towas, thit 
you ſhall! have - many villages and 
towns 'of half /'a mile,, and a mike 
long, ftand all unhabited, the: people 
being fl:d all into- other -places- by 
reaſon of- the extreme uſage, and ex- 
actions done uporthem So:that- in 
the: way towards Mosko, betwixt #6 
{ogda and: Yaruſlaweley. (which is:two 
nineties after-rheir reckoning, little 
more then.an hundred miles Engliſh) 
there are in fight fiftie Darjeunes of 
villages at the leaſt, ſome balf a mi's, 
ſome a mile.long s that. ſtand yacent 
and deſolate without any inhabitang, 
The like is in alt-other places of the 
realm, as is ſaid by thoſe that have 
better trayelled the countrey: they 
= ſelf had time ar occaſion to 
0. ſ 

The great oppteſſion  over-. the 
poere Commons .maketh, them to 
have no courage' in following their 
trades: for that the'more they have, 
the more danger they are in,not one- 
ly of their goods, but of their lives 
alſo.. And it they haye any thing | 
! 
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t%- conceal it all they can , ſome- 
times conveying it into Monaſte- 
ties, (ometimes hiding it under. the 
ground , and in woods, as-men are 
wont to do where they are in fear of 
forein invaſion : in ſo much that ma» 
ny times you ſhall ſee them afraid to 
be known to, any Botaren or Gentle= 
man of ſuch.commodities as they 
have to ſell. I have ſeen them ſome» 
times when they have laid open their 
commodities for a liking ( as their 
x7 71 furres and. ſuch like ) 10 
ook (till behind them, and towards. 
every doore , as men in ſome fear, 
that looked to be ſet upon, and ſur- 
priſed by ſome enemie; Whereof ask- 
ing the cauſe, I found it to be this, 
That they have doubted left ſome 
Nobleman or Sinaboiarshey of the 
Emperour had been in companie, and 
ſo laid a train for them to prey upon 
their commodities perforce. 

This maketh the. people (though 
otherwiſe hardened to bear any oil) 
to give themſelves much to idleneſſe 
m, drinking, as paſſing for no more 
then from hand to mouth. And here- 
of. it cometh. that the commodities 
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6f Rufſra ( 23 Was (rid before dir” 
wax, tattow, hides, flax, hemp, &c, 
grow and go abroad in farre lefſe 
plentie then they were wont to doy 
becauſe the people , being opprefſed 
and fpoiled of their gettings , are 
diſcouraged from their labours. Yet 
this ene thing is much to be noted, 
that'in all rhis oppreflion'thete were 
thr: © brethren Merchants of late 
that traded together with one ftock 
1m conimon , that were fonnd to be 
worth 300000, rubbels in money, 
beſides lands, cartels, and other com- 
moditits. Which may partly be im- 
puredrotheir dwellings farre off from 
the eye of the Court, viz, in Wichide 
4 1025. miles from Xosho,and more, 
The ſame are ſaid by thoſe that knew 
them to have fer on work all the year 
long ten thoufand men in making of 
faſt, carriages by cart, and boathew- 
ing of wopd, and ſuch like, beſides 
5009. bondflayes at the leaſt, to in- 
habire and till their and. 'They had 
alſo their phyſicions, ſurgeons, apo- 
thecaries , and all manner of artif- 
cers of Dowtcees and others, belong - 
ing vttto them, They arc faid to —_ 
pa 
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paid ro the Emperour for cuſtome to 
the fumme of 23000, rubbels a year 
( for which cauſe th'y were ſuffered 
to enjoy their trade ) beſides the 
maintaining-of certain garriſons on 
the borders of Siberia, which were 
near unto them, Wherein the Empe- 
rour was coment to uſe their purſe, 
till ſach time as they had got ground 
in Sibersa, and bong ic habitable, by 
buraing, and cutting down woods 
from Vichida to Pers, above a 10009. 
verſe, and then took « all away from 
them perforce. 

But this in the end being envied 
and diſdained, as a matter not Rand» 
ing with their pollicie to have any (o 
oreat, ſpecially a Afoufich, the Em- 
perout began firſt to pull from them 
by pieces, fomecimes 20000 rubbels 
at a time, ſometime more; till in the 
end their ſons that now are, are well 
eaſed of their ſock, and ' have bur 
ſmall part of their fathers ſubſtance, 
the reſt being drawn all into the Em- 
perouts eendbrte, Their names were 
Jacwve, Gregorie', and Simon the 
ſfonnes of Onyha. 

For the qualitie of their people 

otherwiſe, 


wits in the men, and very children ) 
yet they excell in no kind of com> 
mon art, much lefle.in any learning, 
or licerall kind of knowledge; which 
they are kept from of purpoſe,as they 
are alſo from all milicarie praiſe, 
that they may be fatter for the ſervile 
condition wherein now they are, and 
| have neither reaſon nor yalour to at- 
tempt innovation. For this purpoſe 
alſo they are kegrt from travelling 
that they may learn, nothing, nor ſce 
the falhions of other Countreys a» 
broad. You ſhall ſeldome ce a Ruſſea 
traveller,except he be with ſome Ame» 
bafſadour, or that he make a ſcape 
out of his Countrey. Which hardly 
-he can do, by reaſon of the borders 
that are watched ſonarrowly , and 
the puniſhment for any ſuch attempt,

| his goods confiſcate, Onely they learn 
to write, and to reade, and thar very 


few of them. Neither do they. ſuffer

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otherwiſe , though there ſeemet to | 
be in them ſome aptneſfe to receiye |-

tics, and taking in of forein doth 
enforce them to do, 

And therefore this year 1589. the 
conſulted about the removing of all 
Merchants ſtrangers to the border 
fowns, to abide and haye their refi- 
dencie there, and to be more wary in 
admitting other ſtrangers hereafter 
into. the Inland parts of the realm, 
for fear of infeQivn with better man= 
ners and qualities then they have of 
their own. For the ſame purpoſe aiſo 
they are kept within the bounds of 
their degree by the laws of their 
countrey, ſo that the ſonne of a Xov- 
bc, artificer or husbandwan, is ever 
a Mouſich, artificer, &c. and hath no 
means to- aſpire any higher, except, 
having learned to write and read, he 
attain to the preferment of a Prieſt, 
or Dyack. Their language is all one 
withthe Slavenian, which is thought 
to have been derived from the Ruſſe 
tongue , rather then the Ruſſe from 
the Slavontian, For the people called 
$;lavs, are known to have had their 


beginning ont of Sarmatia, and to 
have 
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have termed themſelves of their on- 
quelt Sc/avos, that is, famous or glo- 
rious, of the word Sc/ave, which in 
the Ruſſe and Slavonian tongue ſigni 
fieth as much as Glory, or Fam, 
Though afrerwards being ſubdued 
and trod upon by diyers nations, the 
Italians their neighbours have turned 
the word to a contrary fignification, 
and term every ſeryant or peaſant by 
the name of Sclave, as did the Ro- 
mmanes by the Getes and Syrians, for 
the ſame reaſon. The Fufſe charaQter 
or letter is no other then the Greek, 
Tomewhart diftorted, 

Concerning their trades, diet, ap« 
parrell, and ſuch like,ir is to be noted 
in a ſeverall chapter of their private 
hehaviour, This order that bindeth 
. every man to keep his ranck, and fe- 
verall degree, wherein his forefathers 
lived before him, is more meet to keep 
the SubjeRs in a ſcrvile ſubjeRion, 
and ſo apt for this and the like Com» 
mon-wea'tchs, then to advance any 
virtue, or t9 breed any rare or excel 
lent qualitie in Nobilitic or Com 
mons, as having no further reward: 
nor preferment whereunto they may- 


bend 
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hend their endeavours, and employ 
0 | themſelves to advance their eſtare, 
nf bar rather procuring more danger te 
themſelves, the more they excel] in 
any noble or principall qualitie. 


Of their publick Fuſtice, and
